The Chalrmac, [a Introducing the lecturer, 
aald they all knew Mr, Drummond; he warn 
favourite here and they all knew the bright 
breezy atmosphere be brought down with bim: 
from'the north, He (the Chalrman) would lke 
to have seen a large: audience bat they knew_ 
how most people here srantthele Saturday alt? 
ceons, He trusted tha secret of the succes of 
our Emplse would not be given teo particularly 
as we did not wish to give our keen compelltors 
too mach of'atip. (Hears, hear, and laughter.) 

Mr. Drammond, whe was waimly received, 
sald that beforo touching on his subject he hada 
few words of a personal nature to say, They 
might think {t adacioas oo bis part to come

the great edifice they saw to-day. If It. wasa 
secret be thought they would admit that it was 
avery great and important one and ke did not 
think they koew ft before. His sub.cct grouped 
{teelf Into two questions—principles aod the way 
Tn which those principles were carsled aut in the 
practical work of every day life. Did they know 
or could they nant any great principle which 
was at work around them on every side acd in 
every part of the g eat British Empire ard show. 
lng every characteristic of the Britlah Empire ? 
If they could pame it they bad gono « long way 
to name the “Secret.” Did they koow any 
Institution which was daily exercising its inflaenca 
all over the Biltlkh Emplre? He did not 
think they. could answer at a moments noilce, 
bat the princ’ple was Justice, (Loud app'ause.) 
Tho Institution that carried it oot in dally 
Ife was known to the lawyers as tha Judiclal 
Committee of the Privy Council in London, 
It Kad smongst its. special dattes that of 
asgectal Court for the British subjects spread 
The justice admiolsterad by 
qi @ woold call it for brevity, | 
he asked his hearers fo consider, It was 
carzicd all over the world, not only to the British 
possessions but to other countries besides, Tt
